RUSSIA AND GERMANY AGREE 


Germany Disclaims And _ Political 


Interests in Northern 
Persia 

London.—An evening paper pub- 
lishes what purposes to be the text of 
an agreement between Russia and 
Germany on Persian affairs and sup- 
posed to be the result of the meet- 
ing of Emperor Nicholas and the 
Kaiser at Potsdam, last November. 

According to the text printed, Ger- 
many disclaims any politics! interest 
in Persia, and recognizes Russia’s in- 
terests in northern Persia. Russia, 
on her part agrees to co-operate in 
building the long proposed Bagdad 
railroad and branches, and to give 
Germany commerce, and Persia equi- 


ty of treatment. 

This important fact will, quite 
likely, be resented by France and 
Great Britain as disloyalty on Rus- 


sia’s part to their entente. The se- 
qual of the visit of the Russian 
monarch to Germanv has been antici- 
pated jealously in England where it 
was believed the not too cordial rela- 
tions between Germany and Russia 
would be found to have been followed 
with a better understanding possibly 
to the disadvantage of this country. 


TREATY FAVORED IN BRITAIN 


The Times Savs Taft’s Suggestion 
Will Be Welcomed By Old 
Country 


London, England.—In an editor‘al 
review of the arbitration treaty ne- 
gotivtions, The Times says: “If and 
when President Taft's suggestion 
takes practical shape, it will be cer- 
tain to meet a favorable reception 
here. Nothing has occurred to make 
Great Britain recede from the posi- 
tion taken up in 1897. On the con- 
trary, our relations with the United 
States have become more cordial, and 
intimate, and our devotion to the 
cause of peace stronger. Therefore if 
President Taft is able to overcome the 
senate’s objections, heanay rely upon 
the favorable reception here of any 
concert proposals.” 

The Standard thinks that unless 
President Taft has reasonable hope of 
the senate’s approval it would be 
advisable to delay the project.

HAT BUILDING TIPS. 


Some Things to Interest the Ambitious 
Amateur. 

Ifomemade millinery is almost baf 
fling at the present moment. From 
building the large bows and chous 
and swathing the folds of piece silk 
and satin to sewing in feathers and 
flowers, hat trimming, in fact, bas en- 
‘ered a new phase, and many of the 
old theories on wiring, sewing and 
trimming have had to undergo some 
modification, The choice of a thread 
for sewing on the trimming is most 
important, a black hat or one in a 
dark shade, no matter whether it is 
mide of silk, velvet or felt, requiring 
cobbler’s shoe thread in preference to 
machine thread, however low a num 
ber may be available. 

A good bow is always the test of a 
beginner's progress, nothing being, as 
“a matter of fact, harder than to evolve 
a large and perfectly balanced bow 
whose loops spring evenly from the 
center, A professional milliner always 
in beginning to make a bow gives the 
thread three or four turns round the 
first loop without knotting the thread 
When all the loops have been made 
she cuts it off about ten inches from 
the last turn and after threading the 
needle uses the loose end with which 
to sew the bow to the hat. If the rib 
bon has to be wired the wire should 
be sewed the full length of the loop, no 
considerations of time suggesting such 
an evasion of trouble as that of at 
taching the wire simply at the base, 
Which causes it to werk out of place 
with wear, 

To vind the border of a hat with 
wire necessitates the use of No. 24 
cotton, the stitches being carried slant- 
Wise over it, while care must be taken 
to prevent the stitches from being seen 
on the wrong side.

THE SUNDAY’ SCHBOL 


FOR JAN. 15,8 1. 


Text of the Lesson, Il Chron. xv, 1-15. 
Memory Verses, 1, 2—Goiden Text, 
Il Chron. xv, 7—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


Althoug!. Abijah, son of Rehoboam, 
reigned only three years and walked 
in all the sins of his father (1 Kings 
xv, 1-3), yet there is in I] Chron, xiii ‘ 
a remarkable record of a great victory 
which the Lord gave him over tie 
army of Jeroboam, wheh was juet 
twice as great as his because he relicd 
upon the Lord God of his fathers. The 
Lord has often seen fit to do mighty 
things for very unworthy people for 
His great name's sake. Jer. xiv, 7, is 
very strong and effectual pleading. 

Our lesson today introduces us to 
good King Asa, who reigned forty-on 


years and did that which was g 
and right in the eyes of the Lo swe 
God. He also defeated an army 

as large as his own because he Sm f 
on the Lord (xiv, 8 9; xvi, 8). His 
prayer in chapter xiv, 11, has often 
helped me: “Lord, it is nothing with 
Thee to help, whether with many or 
with them that have no power. Help 
us, O Lord our God, for we rest or 
Thee, and in Thy name we go.’ 

Yet in the thirty-sixth year of his 
reign he was led into making a league 
with the king of Syria, and, being re- 
proved for it by the Lord through His 
servant Hanani, he became so angry 
that he put the prophet in prison. He 
seems never to have got over this re- 
proof of the Lord, for when, three 
years later, he became diseased in his 
feet he did not seek the Lord in his 
affliction. 

All the Lord's dealings with His 
people are intended to bring them 
nearer to Himself, but to this day 
many become so offended by what 
He does or does not do that they turn 
away from Him and lose all fellow- 
ship with Him. Some of my friends 
know something of the preciousness 
to my soul of these words of the Lord 


through His servant Hanani, ‘The 
eyes of the Lord run to and fro 
throughout the whole earth to show 


Himself strong in the behalf of them 
whose hearts are perfect toward Him” 
(chapter xvi, 9). We need such a 
word as this so much, fer the devil is 
always going to and fro in the earth 
and walking up and down in it. As @& 
rovring on he walketh about seeking 
whom he may devour (Job. 1, 7;*ii, 2; 
1 Pet. v, 8). 

Early in the reign of Asa the Spirit 
of God spoke to him through Azariah, 
the son of Oded, in the words of 
verses 2 to 7 of our lesson, referring to 
the years past when the people had 
been out of fellowship with God, but 
whenever they in their trouble sought 
Him. He was alway® found of them. 
Much of the message takes us back 
to the days of the judges. By the 
Lor’’s gracious dealings with His 
people in the past, notwithstanding 
al their sin. He eneouraged Asa with 
the words, “Be ye strong, therefore, 
and let not your hands be weak, for 
your work shall be rewarded” (verse 
7). His exhortation to us still and al- 
ways is, “Be strong in the Lerd and 
in the power of His might” (Eph, vi, 
10), See also Tea. xl, 28-31; xlv, 24; 
Josh, 4, 6. 18: Hag. ii, 4, and note by 
contrast Uzziah, who was marvelously 


helped till he wes strong, but then his 
heart was lifted up to his own de- 
struction (chapter xxvi, 15, 16). The 
danger is our own. strength of self 


is only when we are 
really strong (II 


confidence, for it 
wenk that we are 
Cor. xii, 9, 10). Isa. xii, 13, is a 
grand word for weak hands, and, as 
to works, how full of encouregement 
is IT Cor. xv.

A TURBULENT VOLCANO. 


The Boiling Hot Pools of Taal, In the 
Philipp nes. 

The central or main crater of Taal is 
nearly round, Its diameter on an air line 
north and south is feet pnd the 
east-west diameter ( feet. The 
edge of this crater is somewhut irreg 
ular, but is nowhere broken through, 
its highest point standing at only 1,05€ 
feet above sea level and its lowest at 
426 feet. 

Within the rim are two hot pools, 
known respectively us the yellow and 
the green lake, and a little active cone 
above fifty feet in height from which 
escape steam and sulphurous gas ip 
varying quantities. 

In the smaller lake every few min- 
utes the water in the center is blown 
up like an immense bubble, which, ris- 
ing above the surface, finally bursts, re 
vealing a black orifice and causing the 
boiling and very turbulent water to as- 
sume all imaginable colors, The aque. 
ous vapor escaping is sufficient to form 
a broad, smokelike column which is 
visible especially during the night and 
in the early morning. 

At some distance and before reach. 
ing the edge of the crater, where a 
view of the bottom can be obtained, 
the rumbling sound produced by the 
escaping vapor, under the influence of 
the mysterious subterranean forces, 
can be beard like that of an immense 
boiling kettle. 


The greatest 


eruption of Taal took 
place in 1754. The eruption began on 
May 18 and did not end till Dee. 1. 
During this dreadful time the intensity 
and aspect of the eruption were con- 
tinually changing. and the four prinet- 
pal towns of the laguna of Bombon dis- 
appeared—viz, Sala, Lipa, Tanauan 
and Taal, with the numerons villages 
around them,—Manila Times,

Great Law Libraries. 

According to statistics of public, so- 
ciety and school libraries baving 5,000 
volumes and over in 108, there are 109 
law libraries and tifty-four state libra- 
ries in the United States, The latter 
contain many Jawbooks, but the num- 
ber has not been ascertained, 

The 109 law libraries contained in 
1908 a total of 1,975,014 bound volumes 
and 62,125 pamphlets. Of these libra- 
ries twenty-eight bad over 25,000 vol- 
umes and five more than 50,000 vol- 
umes. 

The largest law libraries in the United 
States are, according to published re- 
ports, Harvard, with 102,826 volumes; 
New York state law library, 83,554 
volumes; Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York, 75,722 volumes; New 
York Law institute, 67,398 volumes, 
and Law Asssociition of Philadelphia, 
60,223 volumes.—Bostor Herald, 


The Highest Clouds. 

During the last year 2 scientist at- 
tached to one of the bureaus at Wash- 
ington has been engaged in measuring 
the height of clouds by photography. 
Simultaneous pictures of a cloud are 
made by two cameras placed 600 feet 
apart and connected by telegraph wires, 
From the amount of displacement of 
the cloud caused by viewing it alter- 
nately from each end of the 600 foot 
base line its Leight cay be calculated. 
Some of the “mackerel sky” 
photographed were seven and a quar- 
ter miles bigh. ‘Tbe loftiest clouds 
whose elevation was thus measured be- 
longed to the type known as cirrus or 
“curl cioud,” the height of which was 
a little more than seventeen miles.— 
London Globe.

STRATHMORE DELEGATE’S 
IMPRESSIONS 


(Continued from last wees) 


IF Sir Wilfred or his colleagues had 
made promises they were told firm- 
ly if the date and place and asked for 
no futher delay in fulfilment. One 
delegate told him that we knew 
What the government could do fot 
the farmers and we knew what the 
farmers could do for the government. 
for four and a half hours Sir Wil- 
fred listened to the reading of pap- 
ers, the sentiments of which were 
cheered to the echo, The readers 
stood within three feet of the Premier 
and read direct to him. Sir Wil- 
fred was seated very comfortably in 
his chair, but though an o'd man 
there was nothing of weariness. His 
attitude showed that he realized he 
was listening to a monster dele- 
gation whose every word and action 
proclaimed they would not take for 
an answer any attempt to evade. Oc- 
casionally he glanced from the spea- 
ker to the gallery as if contemplating 


the vastness and the power of that 
which lay beyond and behind this 
assembly. 

And now to refer briefly to some 
of the question raised. In the 


first plice it is important that we 
understand the spirit of the move- 
ment. To say that Canada will 
soon feel the burden of conditions 
resulting from monopoly in one 
form or other is to say that what 
has happened to the nation to the
